Rev, \V. B. Rntledgc, KirkTOo^ol. 
Moderator, waa in the chair, and Mr Sla^ 
naughlon spoke at lenrth on‘he duties and 
respbnsiWbties of the Gciieml Triiatee^ who 
hail lieen called to administer tbo Church 
of Scotland I'^pcrty Act, 1925. 

He explained the nature of the work that 
WM being done, and gave a,n ac^nt of 
the work already performed. TTie Act prao- 
lically celled upon the heritors of S«iUnd 
to pay over a sum of £1.000,000 tosmi^i the 
repair of churches and manso*. but the 
Trustee* on their psrt rctiuired to raise 
something like £60.000. The response to 
appeals ma^ by circulars amounted to 
£10.000. but it was felt that something had 
to bn done, so that a special appeal scheme 
was start^. ’ So far it liad been wonderfully 
suenessfut. 

Sinoe November when he undertook the 
management of the scheme, the sum of 
about £7000 had been raised. Mlicrever 
the tebemo liad been put fairly and squarely 
before the eongregations, the response had 
been magniBcent, and he appealed to them 
all to give the s^eme a trial. 

Mambsrthip Ineraait. 

Rev. Tliomas Milne. Lothendy and Kin- 
loeli. Presbytery clerk, reporting on con¬ 
gregational "tiaUstics, stated that the total 
number of congregational members waa

IN HFE SCHOOLS. 

Wordy Battle At 
Authority Meeting. 

Headmaster’s Retiring 
Allowance Question. 

Tiio study of Stic Bible and religious In- 
ruction i;i Fife schools, uue the subject Of 
„jiimatcd dlKHsMoti at the monthly nicel- 
ing of Fife Education Aiitbority st Kirk¬ 
caldy to-day. 

The matter arose from a resolution wliieh 
was forwarded to tbo Authority from We.-l 
Lothian Education Autlioril.v, inviting tlu-ir 
co-operation to steuro a modification of tlie 
Education Act, 1918. in order that the study 
of llio Bible and its inBuenoas might be¬ 
come a niaiidalorv subjoct. in all primary, 
intermediate and secondary schools, 
throughout SuotUnd. the modifioitioii to bo 
bjoct to a conscience clause to cover tha 
sea ol parents nho might object to such 
aching. 

Mr Ixatt moved that the resolution bo al- 
lowvd to lio on the table. Ho advised hia 
clerical collcagun to have nothing to do 
with tills at this time. He thought _ the 
qui'Uian ol religion sliould be left entirely 
free. 

ITie praclice in schools at present was that 
there was a period lor religious instruction 
every day, and bo thought that that was 
aorviiig thia purpose. If Uiey tried to qnforcc 
or compel any further instruction they 
would at once raise objectiotis. 

He thought they should refuse to bring 
this matter into prominence, at this time 
parliciilarl.v. They would agree with him 
that if they tried to enforce any kind of 
denomination it would raise a big question. 
He had somo very practical Christian social- 
iata ill hia area, who would like very much 
to teach their practieel Christianity in tho 
achools. It was their practice, however, 
that tlie children iu Fife achools should lie 
taught tlie simple religion of their fathers 
Tho chairman. Rev. W. A. Hutchison, 
pointed out that tha quostioii before tboni 
waa Bible study, not tho teaching of do- 
nominationalism. 

Mr Isatfr—What does Bible study mean? 
He had thought it waa from_ Bible study 
that they got their denomination. 

Tho Chainnan—No, no. 

3fr Isatt said he was very glad to know 
that. Ho bod often wondered where they 
got their denominations. Now he knew. 

Rev. J. M. Hunter^ seconding, said ho 
thought the religious instruction was " 
clently given at present.
